REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1 -4, 6, 26-28, 30, 58-59, 70-71 , 98, 1 02, 1 07, 1 09, 1 1 1 -1 1 2 and 114-119 
are allowed. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission (IDS) filed on 13 
August 2009 has been entered. 

Reasons for allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not disclose the claimed process steps resulting in polysilicate microgel with a 
specific surface area of at least 1000 m 2 /g, and optionally said microgels further having 
a Si0 2 :M 2 0 between 3:1 and 20:1. 

Applicants recite Alexander et al, US 2,601 ,235. Said reference is of record and 
was cited on the Form PTO-892 attached to the Office Action mailed 12 May 2006. 
Said reference is of record. The Alexander reference is considered pertinent to the 
instant process but lacks the claimed process steps resulting in polysilicate microgel 
with a specific surface area of at least 1000 m 2 /g. The Alexander reference is directed 
to producing built-up silica particles. While column 2, lines 46-52, disclose activated

silica of a liter of 3 % silica sol particles having 30 millimicrons and a total surface area 
of 3000 m 2 (equates to 1000 m 2 /g Si0 2 ), said sol particles are not the silicate microgels 
of having at least 1000 m 2 /g surface area. 

Furthermore, the instantly claimed process requires mixing claimed (i), (ii), and 
(iii), which the Alexander et al reference lacks. The Alexander et al reference 
(examples) surface react calcium chloride with the built-up particles. Furthermore, the 
build-up and increase in particle size would have been expected to decrease the 
surface area of the starting activated silica sol (see analysis in Alexandria et al at col. 2, 
lines 46-52). 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
